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After Source’ s return to Japan in June, 1950, he met HATTCR! TaJcufiMl^ in k 
early August for the firs t time after that repa triatlon* At that tag, 8 
HATTCRI asked Source to be on the lookout for sul table persons to be re 
cruited into the Rational Police Reserve, which be indicated uas about to 
be foræd, as a prerequisite to rearmament. Ih addition, howeverj at the ' 
same time HATTCRI made it knøvn that he vas involved ih the coUection of 
information ooncerning the Japan Communiat Påfty pn behalf of Major General 
Willougbby^s G-2 Section. This wa$ in oonnection with his workin the 
Demobilisation Doard, othervise known as the Historioal Reoords Section, 
and agencyof the Japans se gdVemment but under authority of GHQ. HATTCRI 
asked Source to aid him in the collection of inform tion ooncerning the 
Jap&n CooEninie't Party. *

Source could understand hov it vas that HATTCRI had this double interest 
of rearmament and also anti- c onnnuniflt policy and operations. After he y^s 
discharged frem hia duties as an Assletant KHitary Attache at the Lega tipn 
in Francs, in about 1936, HATTQRI returaed to Japan via the Continental 
route. He N stopped over to make a détailed inspection of ^énditions in 
Soviet Russia at fhat time* As a result of this inspection, HATTCRI gainød 
the conviction and made the prediction that the next great world var vould 
break out before or just about 1940, and asserted the need for adequate 
mobilisation and armament to meet tliis danger. Hja^assertion vas given « 
super! or approval and support- by th» r thei»/Colonelj^3HIHARA K&nju, la ter 
the leadér af the^jpAI TO A ItEMMEI $Eas.t Asie League), at that time chief 
of the Operationel Plans Section/ G-l (NfrIE: équivalent to our G-3) , ■ 

General Staff Office, HATTCRI had the fear ,that the vorld vould be 
inatrii by Russia in the near future j therefore, Japan and all the other 
great powers should unite and exert every caution igainst that threat. 

Again, folloving the end of the last World War in 1945, -HATTCRI predicted 
that the entire Chinese miniånd vould be comnrunized with out a doubt arid 
brought under. Ruse len influence and Communiat doni nation in the foreseeable 
future. HATTCRI firrtly belipves that the only sure vay to stave off 
Huas ia’s^ plan .f oy s ovietizatlbn of the en tire world is for each country to 
iriiårisif^ ité : ^ariia^rit;' "Théreforey"h3s *«uiøér^ioi»~x^'gaH'ing lSsaraejrøtttT — “ 

are directed not merely at the establishment of a Japanese Defense Anny, 
but at vorld rearmament capable and strong enough to stand against the 
armed migbt of tt?

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mesins thsft Japan shquld b© rearmed s trongly enough to stand against the 
Japanese Ccomunists, Coarunist China, and Russia's Far, Eastern forces. 

Public opinion in Japan bas gradually yeered tow&rd renunoiation of uar 
and opposition of any plan for reanaarnent einoe the surrender. From the 
first, HÅTTQRI regarded this as a fool*s dream.'And mouraed the ignorance 
of the people, and he has insiøted all along upon the absolut« ne ces sity for 
rearmament. At the same time, howevér, he oonsidored the Japan Cocsnuniet 
Party as an alien and hbstlle element under f&LL N omina tion of Soviet 
e . Russia; for these re asens, since he wa« in & position at his officially

JCP are soattered areund in various areas tfuch as Hokk&ido, Fukushima, Sendal, 
Nilgata, Toyama, Ishikawa, Nagano, and tamaguchl. Among them, the most 
active md authoritative one appears to be tbat looated in the K&gano ?re- 
fectural area. JCP members are of dlxect service to the Intel ligenoe or- 
ganisation of HåTTCRI in the Nagano area, ao ting as information broker s* 

Ibe JCP of Nagano is doeely linked to that of the Nilgata, Toyama, and 
Ishikawa Distrlcts. Furthernore, since sbout 1920, Nagano ^refaoture, 
though a backvard and feudal area, has been noted as the traditional strong- 
hold of thø Japan Comnniniat Party. A mimber of pr irsry sohod teachers in 
Nagano vere JCP members øven then. Heade of many of the villagøs in ^agano 
Prefecture are at present members of the JCP. If HATTQRI’s intelligence unit 
in Nagano is øtrongly entrenched and has penetrations of the Barty thero, 
Souroe believes that HåTTCRI *s information on the JCP is apt to be quite 
aoourate and authoritative. Sinoe the spring of 1951, HÅTTCRI has often di- 
vulged åerne of the results of his loves tlgations of the J GP to(Genexa^f§BI- 
MCHQRA Sadanai, his former superior, vfcom he sees quite regulerer these days .
